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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOLS  IN  CHICHESTER. 


As  we  nave  come  to  the  close  of  another  school  year  I  suppose 
we  shall  be  expected  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship.  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  most  of  our  schools  have  been  very  success- 
ful. The  school  in  District  No.  1  was  taught  the  three  terms  by 
Miss  Alice  E.  Connor.  She  was  a  good  disciplinarian.  The  schol- 
ars were  orderly  and  quiet  and  marked  improvement  was  made  by 
every  pupil  who  was  in  constant  attendance.  Oral  instruction 
was  given  in  arithmetic,  geogi-aphy,  physiology,  grammar  and 
civil  government  and  each  class  did  much  credit  to  themselves 
and  teacher. 

In  District  No.  2  the  spring  term  was  taught  by  Viiss  Mabel  A. 
Stevens.  She  was  a  very  pleasant  teacher  and  had  a  very  good 
school.  There  was  good  improvement  and  general  satisfaction. 
The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  N^cKer- 
lev.  She  has  taught  this  school  several  terms  and  always  proved 
a  thorough  and  efficient  teacher.  Her  classes  in  oral  lessons  in 
geography,  arithmetic,  and  civil  government  did  good  work.  In 
many  respects  this  is  a  model  school.  No.  1  and  No.  2  certainly 
rank  high  in  moral  deportment. 

No.  4.  There  are  only  three  scholars  of  school  age  in  this  dis- 
trict. We  tried  to  put  this  school  and  No.  5  together,  but  some  of 
the  parents  in  No.  5  did  not  want  to  have  their  small  children  con- 
veyed out  of  their  district  and  in  No.  4  they  did  not  wish  to  send 
their  children  to  another  school.  Consequently  Miss  Susie  Thoyt 
taught  the  school  in  No.  4.  She  tried  to  interest  the  few  scholars 
she  had  and  would  doubtless  have  done  justice  to  a  much  larger 
school,  but  some  days  there  was  only  one  scholar  in  attendance 
and  we  thought  it  best  to  close  the  school  at  the  end  of  six  weeks 
and  pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  their  proportion  of  the 
school  money. 
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District  No  5.  The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Hannah 
Stanyan.  This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.  She  had  a  very 
good  school  and  labored  hard  to  teach  the  scholars  intrusted  to  her 
care.  There  was  good  improvement  made  and  good  satisfaction. 
The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Gyrta  Bartlett. 
This  was  her  tirst  experience  in  teaching.  She  proved  an  excel- 
lent teacher.  She  was  deeply  interested  in  school  woi'k  aad  tried 
to  make  every  task  a  pleasure  She  gained  the  respect  and  love 
of  all  who  made  her  acquaintance. 

District  No.  6.  This  school  was  tauc2;ht  the  three  terms  by  Miss 
Edna  M.  Brown.  At  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  of  the  spring 
term  the  measles  came  into  the  school  and  it  was  thought  best  to 
close  the  school  until  the  epidemic  was  passed.  Then  some  of  the 
farmers  who  had  boys  wanted  their  help  and  did  not  wish  to  have 
any  more  school  until  the  fall  term.  They  had  some  more  than 
three  months  vacation,  consequently  the  spring  term  of  school  did 
not  amount  to  much.  The  fall  term  was  twelve  weeks.  Forty- 
four  names  were  enrolled — more  than  any  teacher  can  do  justice 
to  in  an  ungraded  school  where  it  is  necessary  to  have  so  many 
classes.  The  te  <chei  worked  very  hard  and  tried  to  have  good  or- 
der, but  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  school  room  with  forty-four 
scholars  as  quiet  as  with  half  or  a  fourth  of  that  number.  Con- 
sidering the  number  of  pupils  and  other  things  detrimental  to  the 
advancement  of  the  school  we  think  they  made  a  commendable 
progress.  During  the  winter  term  there  were  not  so  many  schol- 
ars and  the  members  of  the  school  board  who  visited  it  report  an 
excellent  school.  At  the  end  of  six  weeks  scarlet  fever  came  into 
the  district  tind  the  school  was  closed  for  the  year.  We  were  very 
sorry  to  close  so  near  the  end  of  the  term,  but  prudence  demanded 
it. 

No.  8.  The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  McKer- 
ley.  This  school  was  broken  up  for  two  weeks  by  sickness,  but 
the  term  was  kept  out.  The  teacher  faithfully  labored  to  interest 
and  instruct  the  scholars  under  her  care  and  to  discipline  the  un- 
ruly and  under  her  regime  the  moral  tone  of  the  school  w?,9 
changed  and  very  good  progress  was  made.  The  fall  term  was 
taught  by  ^  iss  Evangeline  Brown.  This  teacher  seemed  very 
much  interested  in  school  work  and  tried  to  interest  the  children. 
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She  seemed  to  lack  in  discipline,  but  she  was  smart  and  inspired 
her  pupils  to  solicit  funds  to  buy  a  flag  for  the  school.  One  of  the 
citizens  gave  a  pole  and  they  got  a  nice  flag  through  the  teacher's 
influence.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  Griflfin. 
She  was  an  experienced  teacher,  thorough,  firm  and  eflficient,  and 
above  all,  one  of  the  best  disciplinarians.  She  roused  up  the  dull, 
listless  ones  and  made  them  learn  their  lessons.  No  imperfect, 
half  recited  lesson  ever  was  allowed  to  pass.  The  school  made 
good  improvement  under  her  instruction.  In  visiting  the  schools 
each  six  times  or  more  in  a  year  and  carefully  noting  the  progress 
made  by  each  class  and  each  scholar  I  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  is  not  so  much  difference  in  the  mental  capacities 
of  children  as  there  is  in  their  particular  ability  to  learn  some 
things  they  have  a  taste  for.  All  are  not  naturally  mathemati- 
cians nor  all  good  grammarians.  It  is  just  as  natural  for  one  to 
be  a  good  reader  as  it  is  for  another  to  be  a  good  speller.  Some 
have  a  talent  for  drawing  and  usually  such  make  good  penmen. 
We  seldom  find  one  that  excels  in  all  the  branches  even  in  our 
common  schools.  Teachers  are  often  blamed  by  the  parents  be- 
cause their  children  are  not  able  to  class  with  some  others  of  their 
age  in  some  of  their  studies.  They  call  the  teacher  partial  and 
perhaps  that  same  child  in  some  other  branch  excels  and  the 
teacher  is  not  at  fault..  It  is  not  often  that  the  most  forward 
scholar  in  early  childhood  makes  the  most  learned  man.  It  i&  of- 
ten the  slow,  thoughtful,  patient,  persevering  boy  who  obtains 
eminence.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  eager,  upturned  faces  groping 
for  knowledge  such  as  we  meet  in  every  school. 

We  have  some  very  fine  promising  scholars  in  our  schools. 
Children  that  parents  might  well  be  proud  of.  And  we  do  hope 
they  will  give  their  united  efforts  to  help  the  teachers  in  their 
work.  We  hope  they  will  visit  the  schools  often  and  encourage 
the  children  to  be  constant  and  punctual  in  their  attendance.  In 
the  past  six  years  we  have  employed  19  young  teachers  ;  fifteen 
of  that  number  taught  their  first  school  in  Chichester.  They 
were,  with  two  exceptions,  employed  in  small  schools,  and  they 
gave  good  satisfaction.  Of  course  they  had  all  the  help  and 
encouragement  and  sympathy  that  an  experienced  teacher  could 
give.     I  am  happy  to  say  that  more  than  half  of  the    number   are 
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excellent  teachers,  having  taught  successfully  in  Concord,  Pem- 
broke, Epsom,  Bow,  Deerfield,  Candia,  Auburn  and  Canterbury. 
One  of  them  has  taught  ten  terms  in  this  town.  In  this  pro- 
gressive age  teachers  should  be  well  qualified  for  their  work ; 
none  should  be  content  with  superficial  attainments  when  so  many 
helps  are  available.  The  Normal  School  Teachers'  Institutes 
afford  great  help.  A  natural  gift  for  teaching  is  first,  then 
thorough  preparation  for  the  work. 

During  the  school  year  about  to  close,  a  few  repairs  were 
necessarily  made.  First,  the  school  house  in  District  No.  4  was 
painted  at  an  expense  of  thirty  dollars.  Next,  a  fence  was  built 
around  the  yard  at  No.  1  for  which  we  had  to  buy  posts  and 
boards.  Next  a  fence  around  the  yard  at  District  No.  8.  Then 
Mr.  Hutchinson  and  Edmunds  repaired  underpining  under  No.  1 
school  house,  some  small  repairs  were  made  also  on  the  outbuild- 
ings. Mr.  Groves  procured  a  chimney  cap  and  made  some 
repairs  at  No.  2  school  house.  Then  thirty  new  desks  and  chairs 
were  put  in  school  houses  No.  8  and  No.  2.  We  have  this  year 
put  in  six  sets  of  Good  Citizenship  Plates,  exchanged  the  Histories 
that  had  b^en  used  11  years  for  (up  to  date)  books,  also  ex- 
changed the  Physiologies.  We  have  not  bought  a  book  that  was 
not  needed,  and  have  not  a  spare  copy  on  hand  except  a  few 
Spelling  Blanks,  and  less  than  half  a  box  of  crayons,  and  a  few- 
shells  of  paper.     The  books  in  use  are  in  very  good  condition. 

We  have  paid  forty-six  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents  that  was 
due  on  1895  account. 

In  all  things  we  have  done  the  best  we  could,  and  tried  with 
the  means  we  had  to  use,  to  get  all  the  schooling  we  possibly 
could.  Every  year  there  are  some  repairs  to  be  made  and  it 
takes  a  good  many  dollars  for  wood  to  keep  five  or  six  school- 
rooms warm.  We  wish  we  could  have  longer  terms  of  school  and 
think  the  vacations  all  too  long  for  the  interest  of  the  children.
